DOWN IN THE TUBE 

As you probably know, the Hamptons Subway 
has a lavish subway car decked out in leather 
and mahogany called E/ Presidente, which can 
be rented for private parties. Last Thursday it 
was rented by Dan’s Papers, and, attached to a 
regular subway train for a late-night two-hour 
jaunt around the system, it became a party for all 
those who are contributing to the Dan’s Papers 
Literary Prize Award Ceremony on September 
3. Onboard, among others, were Amagansett 
actor Alec Baldwin, Southampton author Tom 
Wolfe, East Hampton cartoonist Jules Feiffer, 
radio commentator Pia Lindstr6ém, Barnes & 
Noble Chairman Len Riggio and Manhattan 
Media Chairman Richard Burns. Entertaining 
was a quartet from the Perlman Music Program. 
Also in attendance were Anne Chaisson and 
David Nugent from the Hamptons International 
Film Festival (HIFF), who are curating a film for

PRANK CAUSES DELAY 

It must have been some school kids who covered 
up the “South Hampton” sign on the platform at 
Southampton with one reading Westhampton 
Beach last Thursday. It was enough to confuse 
westbound motorman Arnold Pettington, 
though, who in spite of his years of experience 
pulled into the Southampton station thinking he 
must have fallen asleep at the wheel to arrive 
at Westhampton Beach. He remained there, 
confused, for nearly an hour, wondering what he 
should do next. Investigators are grilling local 
school kids to learn more. 


SUBWAY STATION NAMES 
An occasional lesson is necessary to explain 
the strange interpretation of the names on the 
tile walls of some of our stations. Southampton 
says “South Hampton.” East Hampton says 
“Easthampton.” And Westhampton Beach says 
“West Hampton Beach.” 


The subway was originally built with subway 
construction material left over from the building 
of the Lexington Avenue line in Manhattan 
in 1932. Construction company owner Ivan 
Kratz intended to sell half the double-ordered 
material, thus pocketing a huge profit, but when 
the cops got on his trail, he had all that extra 
material hauled out to the Hamptons, where he 
hid it underground to become the Hamptons 
Subway system. Unfamiliar with the community, 
he failed to spell our town names right at the 
Stations. But they are spelled out in small 
magenta colored tiles on the cream-colored tile 
walls so they’ve never been repaired. Who could 
match up the colors of those old tiles anyway?

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A Half Hour Watching the Planes Take Off at the Airport 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ere’s something I bet you never thought to 

do. Go down to East Hampton Airport and 
watch the planes take off. There are certainly 
plenty of them if you go at the right time. 
And if you do you will get to see exactly what 
the airport is all about and why passions are 
running high about its future. 

On June 8, a judge will either decide to allow 
the Town to enforce new laws that curtail the 
hours the airport is open (closed from 11 p.m. 
to 7 a.m.) and restrict very loud aircraft to one 
round trip a week, or on behalf of those who 
love the airport, issue a temporary injunction, 
stopping the Town from enforcing the new 
laws. In one sense, stopping these laws seems 
incredible. The Town owns the airport. The 
towns pass laws. But then there is the matter of 
the free flow of transportation, car, bus, train, 
boat and, well, planes and helicopters. The 
FAA (the Federal Aviation Administration) has 
jumped in asking the judge to not let the laws 
happen. 


6 p.m. I arrived with my wife at the end of the 
runway where it abuts Daniels Hole Road, just 
on the other side of the fence. The runway 
runs perpendicular to this fence. We lowered 


the tailgate in the field on the other side of the 
road—trees removed so the planes wouldn’t 
clip their tops, and took out chairs, some ice 
and drinks. We sat. We were facing the sunset 
over the runway. The planes, if any, would 
come in low over our heads from behind us. 


6:01 p.m. An 8-seat commercial seaplane comes 
buzzing in about 200 feet above the car to make 
a nice landing and taxies halfway down to the 


terminal. 


6:02 pm. Another 8-seat seaplane comes in. | 
see it has a name on its tail. It reads FLY THE 
WHALE. It lands successfully. These things 
come in really quickly overhead. They’re doing 
a hundred miles an hour as they slow down. 
They are not loud. But they are over and in 
front of us very quickly. ’'d hoped to take a 
picture of the first two. Wasn’t quick enough. 


6:02.30 p.m. Just after this seaplane taxis off 
to the terminal, another appears and takes off, 
going into the sun away from us, with the sun 
glinting off its wings. 


6:04 p.m. A small twin-engine Lear jet shoots in 
over us and lands. Very loud. Still no picture. A 
heavy diesel smell settles down on us. 


If you go down to the East Hampton 
Airport and watch the planes take off 
and land, you will get to see exactly 
what this place is all about. 


6:04.30 p.m. A seaplane lands, softly, feathering 
in over us. Tires squeal as they hit the runway. 


Over at the passenger terminal, a quarter 
mile from us, a dozen aircraft glint in the sun. 
Tails move, engines rev. People are getting off 
and on. It’s Friday May 22. Occasionally, the 
terminal and its planes emit a giant rumbling 
and roaring. It sounds like there’s a giant animal 
waking up, turning over, then going back to 
sleep over there. 


This whole area is open space and very flat. 
Woods surround the airport. There it goes, 
rumbling again. 


6:05 p.m. A single engine Cessna takes off. 
Probably has a pilot in the front and a co-pilot, 
then room for two more behind. Not much 
noise, until it starts to (Cont'd on next page)

climb. Then it buzzes like a bee. 


6:08 p.m. A huge 12-passenger commercial jet 
comes out from in front of the terminal and 
rolls out to the end of the runway near to us. It 
turns. The engines scream and it starts down 
heading away from us. About halfway down, 
the sound drops down to just a whisper, then 
it takes off into the sun, and suddenly there is a 
terrible roar of sound, which appears to come 
from everywhere all at once. It echoes off the 
woodlands. The plane reaches for the sky. No 
animals or birds could live through this, I think. 
But there are the birds, flying around excitedly. 


6:09 p.m. Another 8-seater seaplane takes off 
just behind the jet. Noise tolerable. 


6:09.30 p.m. A small Cessna appears over us and 
coasts on in to land. There are seven cars here 
at the end of the runway at this time. Maybe 10 
people all together. I had advertised this in the 
paper. Come on down and have a picnic at the 
end of the runway, 6 p.m. Friday. But one car 


6:10 p.m. Enormous rumble comes 
from the front of the terminal, then 

fades away. The beast is waking up 
once again. 


is a black SUV with the word UBER crayoned 
on a card in the rear window. Another man 
stands at the fence, taking pictures, his pickup 
truck lined up behind him with the rest of us. 
Two other men talk near our car. There’s a 
woman in a station wagon. Everyone is stressed. 
This is a gut-wrenching experience, sort of 
exciting. Nobody is eating anything. You can’t 
eat with diesel. 


6:10 p.m. Enormous rumble comes from in front 
of the terminal, then fades away. The beast is 
waking up once again. 


6:11 p.m. Helicopter appears at several thousand 
feet, a little bee in the sky. It circles around, 


spiraling down. It spends about three very 


noisy minutes doing this, pocketa, pocketa, 
pocketa, and then it lands. Such a big noise for 
such a little thing. 


6:14 p.m. High winged, 8-passenger plane 
takes off toward the sun. Buzzing noise. 
Moderate level. 


6:15 p.m. A oe plane lands quietly. 
The word BLADE is on its tail. 


6:16 p.m. A _ high-wing 8-passenger plane 
takes off. 


6:16 p.m. This 8-passenger plane takes our 
attention away from something coming 
quietly in behind us. It’s suddenly overhead 
now, as a screeching, screaming angry, 
very enormous corporate jet, coming in 
fast to make a soft landing. It uses up the 
entire runway before it can stop. Bunches 
of birds fly excitedly around again in this 
disturbance.

Ruining the View for Everyone if He Can't Get His Way?

n 2000, a wealthy New Yorker named Marc 

Goldman created a corporation to buy a 
44-acre parcel of open potato farmland in 
Sagaponack for $30 million. The farmland is the 
most southerly piece of a long one-mile stretch 
of farmland that offers a full view all the way 
from Hedges Lane and across Daniels Lane to 
the ocean. In 2005, Goldman sold 1/3 of the 
corporation to EMM Group partner Michael 
Hirtenstein for $15 million and another 1/3 to 
Goldman Sachs executive Milton Berlinski for 
an additional $15 million. (Smart move by Mr. 
Goldman, who was now into this project free 
and clear and everything hereafter would be 
profit. But real estate prices were on the rise.) 

Two years later, the partners presented an 
application to the community to put three 
homes on five acres on this property side 
by side down by the ocean, with a fourth 
parcel on the ocean set aside for another 
building. They also intended to leave the rest 


of the property, the remaining 27 acres, all in 
farmland in perpetuity. It would afford them 
down on the ocean an unobstructed ocean view 
to the south, and a farm view all the way up 
past Daniels Lane to Hedges Lane. It would also 
allow the rest of the community to enjoy the 
view along these lanes down to the ocean, with 
just a modest interruption of three houses and 
perhaps a barn far away. Nice. 

As part of this application, they signed a 
conservation easement with the Peconic 
Land Trust assuring that the rest of the land 
would remain as open farmland, so long as the 
farmland doesn’t violate the easement’s intent 
of keeping the view from being obstructed. This 
was in late 2006. 

But then Wall Street, the real estate market, 
Main Street and everything else crashed, and 
the application remained dormant. Also the 
three partners began fighting with one another, 
with lawsuits flying back and forth between 
them. But as the economy recovered, things 
came back to normal. With internal suits settled, 


Marc Goldman ‘was back to the Village of 
Sagaponack with a new application that, some 
people thiught, essentially acted as if nothing 
had gone on before in the way of developing 
the property. Mr. Goldman applied in August 
2013 to build a single 8,600-square-foot house 
on a 5-acre lot facing out on Daniels Lane, 
which, if built, would obstruct the view between 
Hedges Lane and the ocean. This was not what 
had been discussed earlier. Furthermore. this 
new application made no reference to what 
might happen on the rest of the property, 
other than a planned pool and a tennis court. 
Village Mayor Donald Louchheim and Village 
Attorney Anthony Tohill felt the application 
didn’t accurately show what might happen to 
the property in the future. The Sagaponack 
Village Planning Board sent this application 
back to Mr. Goldman, with a note saying they 
rejected this application but would consider it 
further once they saw full plans for the entire 
parcel again.

up to this was to plant 15,000 small three-foot- 
tall Christmas trees all along the side of Daniels 
Lane from one end of the parcel to the other 
which, when the trees grow, will entirely block 
the view from Hedges Lane to the ocean. It will 
also block the view from oceanfront houses 
going up to Hedges Lane. If you want to see 
these trees, just drive down Daniels Lane and 
there they are. : 

“lve been wanting to farm that land for quite 
some time,” Goldman told The New York Post. 

It looks to many that this is not about 
Christmas trees, but about saying if I can’t have 
what I want, neither can you. 

Apparently, he did this without consulting 
his partners. “I have no knowledge of it,” 
Hirtenstein told the Post. “I wasn’t consulted

on it. I vehemently oppose what he’s done... 
This doesn’t look like a nursery, it looks like he 
wants to ruin the views for everybody.” ; 

Sagaponack Trustee Bill Barbour had this to 
say to a Southampton Press reporter: “Why do 
people do this kind of thing? They come to this 
wide-open farming country, and then they just 
want to change it as soon as they get their piece 
of the pie. It’s just shameful.” 
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It could also result in a drop in property 
values, because Sagaponack is enormously 
rewarded with some of the highest property 
values on Long Island because it is the only 
community in the Hamptons with beautiful 
unobstructed views all the way down to the sea. 
So this could hurt everybody, and that includes 
Mr. Goldman. 

It reminds me of a time when I was in college 
living in a dorm. I walked down the hallway 
on our floor late one Saturday night—two 
roommates shared each room—and | came 
upon a guy in his underwear, clearly drunk, 
standing in the hall with a can of shaving cream. 
in one hand and the doorknob to the locked 
door in the other. He then began shooting 
shaving cream all over the door. 

“Why are you doing this?” I asked 

“’m mad at my roommate,” he said. 

There are several possible outcomes 
here to get those trees removed. One is for 


. Sagaponack to give up. Let Goldman have 


his house partially blocking the view for 
everyone else. 

Another is to have the Village come in 
and very publicly remove the trees. When 
the property was preserved as farmland the 
agreement included a provision that would - 


_allow the Peconic Land Trust to go on the 


property and remove whatever was in violation 
of the agreement. There is also a law on the 
books in Sagaponack Village prohibiting the 
obstruction of open public space. 

Maybe it is supposed to be a real Christmas 
tree farm. That can be tested. Have someone 
unknown come in and buy the trees. If the 
owner won’t sell them, then it’s not a tree 
farm. And if they do agree to sell, the unknown 
person can dump the ones he’s bought along 
the ocean over the dune from the property to 
be protection from flooding in high tides for 
the future homeowners who might live there 
beachfront. It’s legal to dump organic material 
on the beach. 

Finally, there could be what I call the 
“Montauk Solution.” When my dad and mom 
moved out here with me and my sister in the 
1950s, we found as we came down the hill 
from Amagansett to begin the long run of the 
Napeague Stretch, a whole forest of dozens 
and dozens of giant billboards on both sides of 
the Montauk Highway, advertising everything 
from motels to restaurants to fishing boats to 
sailboat rentals. In 1960, East Hampton Town 
banned all billboards, giving billboard owners 
five years grace period to wind things up and 
get them removed. 

Many of these billboard owners did remove 
them just before the five years were up, but 
some owners did not and at least ten of the 
biggest of them were still up in 1970 when, one 
night—it was just one of those crazy things— 
somebody with a four-wheel-drive Jeep just 
recklessly drove down one side of the road and 
back up the other knocking everything to the 
ground, and then drove off. Nobody ever fessed 
up to who did that. But you couldn’t put those 
billboards back. And no one did. I’m sure there 
are crazy drivers to be found in Sagaponack. 
Maybe they would be drivers of cars who had 
bought open land in Sagaponack and built a 
house on that land expecting to be able to see 
the view all the way down to the dunes and the 
sea. You’d never know. ga.

The Girl With the Mattress, Loud Sex and the Hamptons Bypass

RADUATION DAY AT COLUMBIA 
UNIVERSITY 

They came from two different worlds for 
class day graduation ceremony at Columbia 
University. One was a young American student 
named Emma Sulkowicz, who walked across 
the platform to receive her graduation diploma 
dragging a mattress. She’d been carrying it 
around all semester as she went from one class 
to another, protesting the administration and a 
campus panel, claiming that they had botched 
a hearing by ruling against her after she claimed 
that another student had raped her.

Sulkowicz on her mattress project—for “gender 
based harassment.” He claims that allowing 
Sulkowicz to carry on her campaign and claim 
against him resulted in severe damage to his 
educational experience and future prospects 
as an adult. The campus panel had not only 
dismissed the charges against him, they also 
dismissed the charges of two other women who 
had said Nungesser raped them. According to 
Nungesser’s lawsuit, the panel had uncovered 
evidence that these other charges were part 
of a vendetta arranged by Sulkowicz 


to damage him further. 

Other than that, the graduation ceremony 
went well. The “Mattress Project” completed by 
Sulkowicz has achieved glowing approval by the 
speakers at two other college commencements, 
Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti and United 
Nations Ambassador Samantha Power. 

As so many have said before and I repeat 
here now, in America in the 21st century it is 
imperative to have a legal document signed 
by the two parties intending to have sex with 
each other, describing what they agree to do, 
allow to be done and how often during such 
encounters.

On June 8, which is next Monday, a judge in 
Islip will decide if the new laws passed for the 
East Hampton Airport will be allowed to go 
into effect.

neighbors had lots to say. 

“She keeps screaming to continue, to not 
stop. Saturdays, it’s louder. Almost 30 minutes 
to an hour, sometimes more than an hour,” the 
Post reported. 

I wonder if the rules about to be enforced in 
East Hampton could be enforced in Bay Ridge. 

No sex between 11 p.m. and 9 a.m. People 
with loud sex (over 93 decibels) can’t do it 
between 9 p.m. and 7 a.m., and then ay one 
round trip per week. 


THE BYPASS 

This year marks the 40th anniversary of then 
Governor Hugh Carey’s decision to abandon 
plans to build a four-lane limited access bypass 
through the Hamptons. It would have started at 
the end of the Sunrise Highway in Shinnecock, 
continued northeast up into the woods of 
Sebonack and Tuckahoe, then crossed farmland 
just to the south of Noyac, continued along 
under the powerlines through to Lopers Path 
(which was dirt then), then on to the woods 
north of the East Hampton Airport, further 
along through Northwest and around to come 
finally back down east of Amagansett, to dump 
cars off onto the Montauk Highway just before 


it headed out to Montauk. 

The proposed bypass met with great 
opposition and eventually got dropped. 
People today wonder if this would have 
solved all the problems of the Hamptons or 
have been a dagger through the heart of the 
Hamptons, turning it into a sort of Jersey 
Shore. The vote is about 80% Jersey Shore and 
20% solving all our problems, from my own 
personal survey. 

This editor vehemently opposed the bypass 
when it was proposed. One thing I did was 
publish a map of an alternate bypass proposal 
that did not end in Amagansett, but at the 
entrance to the driveway of Governor Carey’s 
summer home, which at that time was on 
Shelter Island. Let him deal with all the cars 
coming out. 

Another week I went out with my camera 
and my girlfriend one day and we followed the 
route of the Carey-proposed bypass, mostly 
through dirt roads, taking pictures of the 
barns, cornfields, farmhouses and ponds that 
this bypass would obliterate. I then published 
them all in Dan’s Papers to indicate all the 
beautiful things we would lose to this four-lane 
catastrophe. 

I'm not sure if my proposals had any effect 
on the eventual decision to forget the bypass, 
but it did result in my falling in love with my 
girlfriend, who | then proposed to afterwards. 
We got married and, though the marriage did 
not last, we had two beautiful boys who thus 
added to the population here—increasing 
the problem and need for a bypass—but who 
are such a delight that I have forgiven them 


everything anyway. ga

was buying a coffee at a deli in Mastic Beach, 

my hometown, when | heard the following 
conversation between the guy working the 
counter and a customer dressed in greasy 
coveralls, buying a sandwich: 

_“T like to buy my lunch here before I head 
east,” the customer said. “Too damn expensive 
out there.” 

“I hear that,” the counter guy replied, ringing 
him up. “Southampton ain’t what it used to be.” 

“No sir,” the customer agreed. “Southampton 
was better when it was three things. Potatoes, 
ducks and duck shit.” 

Then he handed over a five-dollar bill and 
waited for his change. _ 

When I was a kid, Southampton was only 
one thing: camping with my family off Major’s 
Path in North Sea. A couple of years before | 
was born, my dad bought a few acres on the 
top of a hill there with money he’d borrowed 
from his brother. Every summer afterward, he 
would take a week off from his technician job at 
Grumman and load up the family van with kids; 
a tremendous army surplus tent; coolers full 
of beer, generic soda, and bologna; his usually 
pregnant wife; and a tangled mess of fishing 
equipment. Each year us kids would fight over 
who got to sit over the wheel wells (there were 
no seats in the back) and who had to share floor

space, “space” being a rarer commodity with 
each passing season as the number of siblings 
grew from six, to seven, to eight, and so on. 
Being one of the youngest, and a girl to boot, 
I usually ended up not only on the floor, but 
under a pile of beach towels or, worse, a jumble 
of rusty fishing tackle. 

North Sea was only 30 miles away, but the 
drive to our paradise felt like an eternity. We 
would sing along to the radio, my big brothers 
always in cheesy falsetto, and look out the 
back window as our working class 
neighborhood with its dilapidated 
shopping centers and parking lots 
full of broken glass disappeared 
behind us, the long strip of tree- 
lined highway coming into view. 
Then, we would hang on tight to 
each other and laugh like crazy 
as our father tried to navigate 
the rocky incline up the forested 
hill, all of us getting jostled about 
and spilling the root beers we’d stolen 
from the cooler when Mom wasn’t looking. 

Once we finally made it, we would slide the 
door open, spill from the van, and set up camp, 
which meant Dad grabbing a can of Schlitz and 
finding a comfortable log to sit on while the rest 
of us tried to figure out how the hell to erect the 
tent, a huge, moldy tarp with many poles. After 
that, Dad would take his fourth or fifth beer 
into the woods along with a selection of boys, 
his Army in Search of Firewood, while I tacked 
up nails for towels and Mom nursed the baby. 

Eventually, Dad emerged from the trees, 
singing the song he always sang, a song he made 
up in those very woods one summer, a song 


titled “Cause We’re the Men”—a sometimes 
triumphant ditty, at other times an opera, and 
occasionally a folksy, drunken ballad. The song 
described the gathering of the firewood, the 
pitching of the tent, the nursing of the baby, the 
climbing of the hill, and other general feats of 
manliness, and when we heard it, we knew that 
summer had begun. . 
As the week progressed, new verses would be 
added: “WHY do we SWIM and FISH the BAY?” 
“And WHY do we pick blueberries AND 
drink BEER?” “OH WHY .do we SHOOT 
the bb GUN?” 
“CAUSE WE’RE THE MEN!” 
One morning I woke early 
to check on my bear traps, a 
complicated system of strings, 
cardboard inserts from toilet 
paper rolls, and banana-peels 
that was sure to catch nothing. 
Certainly, nothing was what | 
found, so I continued down the 
trail picking blueberries along the 
way, eating a few but saving most in my 
pockets for Mom’s campfire pancakes. Mom 
had promised them the night before as we sat 
around the fire toasting marshmallows and 
getting grossed out by our dog, Orion, who 
had emerged from the woods with a frog in his 
mouth. Orion was a huge dog, part Rottweiler 
and part who-knows-what. He had found us 
one morning there when we were swimming 
and, emaciated and starving, he ate all of our 
sandwiches and shat in our van. So we adopted 
him, which is what we did to every needy thing 
that found us. That night he tore a hole through 
the tent during a (Continued on page 50) 
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rainstorm. We’d all woken up soaked. 

I wondered about these things—my mother’s 
already tested patience with dogs and children 
alike and how that affected the possibility 


of flapjacks when I heard it—a gunshot. I 


turned and saw through the bushes my dad 
and my brothers. They had their bb guns and 
stood before a log on which some empties 
were lined up. Next to them was a young 
man I’d never seen before. He was dressed in 
clothes that looked expensive and clean, and he 
was showing my brothers, all filthy and some 
barefoot, a shiny black pistol. Then he let one 
of them, Joel, hold the gun. My father. helped 
him to steady it, aiming toward the log. Joel 
squeezed the trigger. The gun fired, blowing a 
can to smithereens. 

“I want to try!” I cried, emerging from 
the bushes. 

“My daughter,” Dad explained to the stranger. 
“Annie Oakley.” Joel handed the gun to me. It 
felt heavy and warm. 

“Like this,” Joel said, adjusting my grip. 

I could feel my father’s legs behind me, 
my ponytail against his hip, his hands on my 
shoulders. “Thatta girl,” he said. “You got it 
now. When you're ready, just give it a— ” 

Before he could finish I pulled the trigger, not 
prepared for the power of it, the way that the 
explosion would try my small and skinny frame, 


for the sound of that explosion, the crack that 
seemed to split the air apart, starting at the 
very place I stood and ending somewhere far 
off, maybe across the bay, maybe the other side 
of the sea. 

And then a not-so-far-off sound, something 
quiet and almost apologetic, like an uneasy 
question after a round of applause—the falling 
of a sparrow from its nearby perch onto the 
ground below. 

“My God!” my father hollered. 
a bird!” : 

“Well, goddamn,” the stranger said. 

My father took the gun from my now-trembling 
hands, and went off to retrieve the thing that I 
had killed. 

“I didn’t really shoot a bird, did I?” I asked my 
oldest brother, Peter, who looked at my father,

searching through the leaves, then at me. There - 


was uneasiness in his eyes. 

“You sure as hell did, little lady!” the stranger 
said. “A sparrow!” 

Then I began to cry, and Peter ran to my 
father, who held something in his hand. The 
stranger awkwardly tugged on my ponytail. “It’s 
just a little bird, kiddo. It’s all right. This woods 
has millions of ’em.” 

My nose was beginning to run, and I wiped it 
on my T-shirt. I looked up and I could see Peter,

I don’t think I really believed my father, but 
I allowed myself to, at least for a little while. I 
believed him for the rest of that day, a day when 
we went into town for ice cream and fished, 
and | thought not at all about the sparrow. I 
believed him all that night too, when we hiked 
through the woods in search of kindling for the 


campfire, the first time I had ever been chosen 


for his Army. 

I believed him as we sang new verses to a 
song we already knew. Southampton is a lot of 
things to me now. 

I think about those summers in North 
Sea each time I go to there, which is every 
week during my commute to the university. 
When I drive past the expensive boutiques, | 
remember my dad’s cut-off shorts and frayed- 
around-the-rim army hat, my blueberry stained 
pockets. Signs on Main Street say “Proper Attire 
Required.” I remember diving, bare-chested 
and dirty, into the bay with my brothers and 
sisters.

I think of potatoes, ducks and duck shit.

I think of my father—also gone—alive, and 
happy, and singing.

hile her classmates prepare for college, 

high-spirited Zoé Vatash of Sag Harbor 
prepares to enlist in the Israeli army. A budding 
photojournalist, Zoé visited Israel in 2013 
and 2014. During her stays, she took dozens 
of pictures of Israeli life, capturing the very 
essence of the Middle Eastern country and its 
rich culture. The finished product of her travels 
is a gorgeous exhibit at the Temple Adas Israel 
in Sag Harbor, a beautiful and appropriate

South 
of the airport, the LIRR is barreling along the 
tracks, taking the hoboes, the conductors and 
the rich folks through the trees. It gets louder, 
then gets softer and its gone, a memory of days 
gone by. 


6:23 to 6:26 p.m. Nothing happens. The silence 
is deafening. 


6:27 p.m. A small'4 passenger Cessna lands 
rather quietly. 


6:28 to 6:30 p.m. More quiet. What is this? An 
intermission. 


6:31 to 6:33 p.m. A helicopter, not so high up, 
pocketa pocketas, swings around behind us, 
and some people here at the fence take its 
picture as it swoops in to land at the terminal. 


6:34 to 6:37 p.m. Three more helicopters land, 
one takes off and heads east toward Montauk. 
First one to head east. All the rest headed west. 


6:35 p.m. Another giant corporate jet roars 
overhead and lands, trailing a smell of diesel 
fuel. That’s it. We’re leaving. 


All this is what has happened in just 35 
minutes. So this was my day on Friday of 
Memorial Day weekend. I went to the beach, 
rode a horse, played golf and watched planes 
take off and land at East Hampton Airport. 

As we pack up to get ready to leave, a man 
named Gary Wachtel walks over from one of 
the other cars. He says he is waiting for his wife 
and kids to come out east, they’re coming out 
by car. Thought he’d come down and join the 
picnic. He lives in the woods, 2 miles from the 
airport. 

“Only time the noise bothers me is Sunday 
afternoons,” he says. “Rest of the time it’s 
okay.

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This Week’s Cover Artist, Ron Lesser

Ron Lesser is a man who’s 
worked successfully for a 
long time in many genres 
as an award-winning 
commercial artist. 

Lesser’s website includes 
numerous links to_ his 
extensive work as an 
illustrator for major film 
‘studios, thousands of ads, 
and honors from The New 
York Art Directors Club and The Society of 
Illustrators for best movie art. 

_Lesser has also done hundreds of acclaimed 
book covers for pulp fiction and men’s 
magazines, not to mention a great deal of 
commissioned work on Americana—the Old 
West, Native Americans, the Civil War—that 
reflects his classical training at the Art Students 
League of New York. There, his mentor was 
the celebrated American painter, illustrator 
and muralist Frank J. Reilly who, along with 
Norman Rockwell and Georgia O’Keeffe, was a 
student of the fabled American impressionist 
and illustrator, Frank Vincent DuMond 
(1865 - 1951). 

Reilly instilled in Lesser an abiding love of the 
Old Masters, their realism, their tonal subtlety, 
their old-school attention to detail. Passion 
about heroes who included John Singer Sargent, 
Dean Cornwell and J.C. Leyendecker (the Arrow 
Collar illustrator) and Lesser’s talent led him 
to a heady career in New York City, the center 
of illustration at mid-century, when famed 
commercial studios attracted illustrators who 
had cred as fine artists, people who thrived on 
competition and knew how to draw. 

This week’s cover, “Summer Wind,” evidences 
the fine art design side of Lesser’s rich 
professional life and also shows that this “old 
master” keeps evolving. The 30” x 40” oil is 
unlike most of his paintings because it has 
no people in it and because it exudes quiet, 
solitude. In just the last few months Lesser has 
been working on a new series of paintings— 
Romantic Fantasies—beautiful women folded 
erotically into lush, flowing material. ° 


Are you sad or angry that the heyday of 
illustration is over? And why did it disappear? 

Yes, yes. The huge business was at its height 
from the ’30s to the ’60s, but by the time of the 
first recession in the ’70s it dried up. Publishers 
started cutting back and Photoshop came along. 
Soon, computer manipulations were replacing 
what artists did by hand. By then, the boutique 
illustration studios in New York that had 
affiliated with the large movie organizations 
also dried up when the big studios moved to 
California. Book publishers and movie people 
saw that Photoshop could do the job for less 
money and they didn’t have to deal with pesky 
artists and their agents. Movie stills replaced 
creative art. We used to use models and then 
superimpose the actor’s or actress’s head, but 
now everything gets to be manipulated from 
stills. By the early ’90s fine-art illustration was 
over and done with. 


Hand-made illustration was time-consuming, 
yes? 


Yes, because there are stages. 
You start with a sketch (your own 
or maybe the studio suggests 
something), which is transferred 
to a “prepared” wood panel. Then 
you lay down successive layers 
of colored glazes (sometimes as 
many as 10) to obtain the color 
and texture of the subject matter. 
Details like faces and buttons are 
often painted under a magnifying 
glass. Depending on the size, an 
original can take as long as four 
months to complete. I always had 


an affinity for historical scenes, but when you 
do a Civil War illustration, say, you have 20-30 


figures, and horses. I follow leads 
though about new topics, such as 
a series I did recently with the 
Hamptons in mind—of polo scenes. 
And there’s “Summer Wind” and 
the beach.

“It’s a modern barn style, as opposed to the 
traditional shingle gambrel roof style, so the 
house itself will have a slightly different feel [when 
compared to last year’s home],” says Manning of this 
year’s home.

New Play at Bay Street Questions Sincerity

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center 

for the Arts opens its 24th season with the 
world premiere of Alena Smith’s The New Sincerity, 
directed by Bob Balaban. A biting, brutally honest 
comedy about the blurred line between believing in 
something and jumping on the bandwagon, The New 
Sincerity is a daring new work that serves as a strong 
start to the summer Mainstage season. 

Smith tells a fascinating coming-of-age tale for 
the 20s-30s crowd. Clearly inspired by the Occupy 
movement, her characters come to life with differing 
opinions and worldviews that change over the course 
of the 85-minute play. The New Sincerity tells the story 
of Rose (Justine Lupe), an up-and-coming writer 
in Manhattan who has just published an essay in 
Asymptope, a hip new literary journal. When hotshot 
editor Benjamin (Teddy Bergman) offers her a spot 
in the next issue, Rose wants to write about “The 
Movement,” a protest by young people going on in 
the park near their office. Benjamin doesn’t support 
The Movement, especially since his fiancée Sadie is 
about to publish a book about the failures of modern 
activism. Meanwhile, outspoken intern Natasha (Elvy 
Yost) attempts to goad Rose into stealing the smarmy 
Benjamin away from Sadie, and Rose finds her world 
turned upside down after meeting Django (Peter 
Mark Kendall), a charismatic young activist who is as 
passionate about his causes as he is about women. 
As the four characters become deeply entrenched in 
The Movement, Rose starts to realize that the world 


around her isn’t necessarily what 
she thought it was. 

The cast is very strong, with 
each performer turning his or 
her character into a very real 
individual who feels familiar. 
Lupe, who is onstage for most 
of the evening, deftly crafts a 
complex character who knows 
what’s right and wrong but 
doesn’t always do the right thing. 
Idealistic but never naive, Lupe 
grounds Rose with a humanity 
and relatability not often seen 
in the millennial world she 
inhabits. Kendall is hilariously 
vague as Django, a modern-day 
hippie who manages to talk a 
lot and not say much at all. His constant criticisms 
of societal norms are the subject of several laughs 
throughout the evening, such as his convoluted 
faux-academic explanation for referring to a woman 
he knows as “Dragon” instead of “her” or “she.” 
Bergman is appropriately slimy as Benjamin, whose 
every move is calculated and premeditated to 
get what he wants. As Natasha, Yost nearly steals 
every scene she’s in as she integrates social media 
terms and internet-era language into even the most 
serious conversation. 

The production is elegantly understated, with a 
simple interior set accentuated by a collage of flags, 
posters, rebels, peace signs and other “activist”

symbols. Balaban’s smooth 
and concise direction creates a 
lived-in world for the characters; 
nothing any character does ever 
feels staged or choreographed. 

Smith’s dynamic and _ layered 

script gives every actor a chance 

to shine, as characters slowly 

reveal truths about themselves 

and the world around them 
Swithout feeling overwritten. 
= The strong script is filled with 
& moments that run the gamut from 
Shilarious to poignant, and no 
é character is simply good or bad. 
& But it is Rose who goes through 

the most interesting evolution, 
as she learns tough lessons about 
“sincerity.” The final tableau, featuring Rose alone 
onstage, is thought-provoking and touching while 
still being somewhat ambiguous. 

The New Sincerity continues Bay Street Theater’s 
recent commitment to presenting challenging, 
exciting new work to East End audiences. This timely 
and fun play is a great start to what’s sure to be 
another successful season. 


The New Sincerity runs through June 14 at Bay Street 
Theater. Other plays this season include the East Coast 
premiere of Five Presidents, The Darrell Hammond 
Project and Grey Gardens: The Musical.
